Judges Split 2-1 on Ver- 
dict—3 Defendants Are 
Acquitted — Tribunal 
Continues to Read Its 
Findings in Case.

NUERNBERG, Germany, April 
12 (AP)—A United States war 
crimes court has convicted 14 
Nazi Government officials of the 
mass murder of Jews. It ruled 
today that those who signed death | 
warrants were just as guilty as 
those who did the killing. 

Those convicted were the men 
who drafted the pro and 
signed the orders for the killing of 
6,000,000 Jews, from all over Eu- 
rope, in German gas chambers 
and concentration camps, the 
court said. Only seven of the 21 
defendants in this last American 
war crimes trial escaped convic- 
tion under the ruling. Three were 
acquitted today and the other two 
never were charged on that count, 
one of seven counts in this trial. 

Sentences are expected Thurs- 
day. 

The court of three American 
judges, who split two to one on 
the verdict, spent nine hours to- 
day on the single count of “crimes 
against humanity: atrocities and 
offenses committed against civil- 
jan populations.” 

Names of 14 Convicted. 

Convicted of having a part in 
this program were: 

Otto Dietrich, Adolf Hitler’s 
press chief; Lutz Schwerin von 
Krosigk, former Minister of Fi- 
nance; Emil Puhl, Reichsbank di- 
rector; Walter Schellenberg, in- 
telligence official; Hans Kehrl, 
armament planning official; 
Gen. Gottlob Berger, head of the 
main office of Hitler’s SS Corps; 
Richard Walther Darre, Minister 
of Food and Agriculture; Hans 
Heinrich Lammers, a key man in 
2 program as chief of the 

chschancellery; Wilhelm 
Stuckart, State Secretary in the 
Interior Ministry; Edmund Vees- 
enmayer, once virtual dictator of 
Hungary; Gustav Steengracht von 
Moyland, Ernst Woermann and 
Baron Ernst von Welssaecker of 
the Foreign Office, and Wilhelm 
Keppler, Hitler’s economics ad- 
viser. 

Von Weizsaecker and Woer- 
mann were convicted on the 
charge last night. Reading of the 
verdict will continue tomorrow. 

Two Defendants Freed. 

Two of the defendants were 
cleared of the charges against 
them and were set free. 5 

One was Otto Meissner, one-time 
chief of the Presidential Chancel- 
lery, who was acquitted on 
charges of offenses against Jews. 
The court said his part in the 
Nezi program was “hardly more 
than that of a messenger.” 

The other freed was Otto von 
Erdmannsdorf, 61 years old, dep- 
uty chief of the Foreign Office 
political division.

SAN MARINO, Calif., April 12 
(AP)—Dr. Paul Hanson, family 
physician, said today 3-year-old 
Kathy Fiscus might have lived 
through the 52 hours of rescue 
work if her knees had not been 
jammed against her chest in the 
well pipe into which she fell. 
Dr. Hanson said the girl's jack- 
knifed position in the 14-inch cas- 
ing prevented her from breath- 
ing except with great difficulty. 
A preliminary autopsy report 
said death was caused by suffo- 
cation, not drowning, as had been 
supposed. 

Dr. Hanson and Dr. Robert 
McCullock said the child probably 
died painlessly, possibly within 
an hour and a half after she fell 
90 feet into the abandoned well 
at 4:30 o’clock Friday afternoon. 


They said she was conscious when 
a rope was dropped to her but 
she could not hold onto it and 
somehow fell another four feet. 
Dr. Hanson said he believed it 
was at that time that her legs 
became wedged against her 
chest, with the body in an up- 
right position. 
Rope Around Body 


He said the rope was around 
her body and both legs, as she 
had been instructed by shouting 
from above to twine it, but her 
wedged position prevented her 
from being lifted. 

(This statement is at variance 
with earlier news stories which 
said that rescue workers, after 
shouting instructions to the child 
to hold onto the rope, thought 
they felt a tug and pulled gently

CLOUDS PREDICTED 
TONIGHT MAY SPOIL 
ECLIPSE DISPLAY 


Earth’s Shadow Will Com- 
pletely Cover the Moon 
at 9:28 Oꝰ clock. 


(Diagram in Everyday Magazine.) 


Many St. Louisans may not be 
able to see the eclipse of the moon 
tonight, because skies over this 
area will be partly cloudy to 
cloudy, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren predicted today. 

In other parts of North Amer- 
ica, however, the teaming up of 
the sun, moon and earth to put 
on the astronomical show, touted 
as the best in years, will be Clearly 
visible. 

The earth in its orbit will move 
between the sun and the moon at 
8:28 o'clock. The light from the 
sun will be cut off from the moon 
by the earth, and the earth’s 


Lt. | shadow will start across the full 


face of the moon at that time. 
By 9:28 o’clock, the earth will be 
directly between the sun and the 
moon and its shadow will com- 
pletely cover the moon. Only the 
edges of the moon, reflecting some 
of the deflected light of the sun, 
will be visible. 

For an hour and 26 minutes the 
earth’s shadow will cover the 
moon completely, and at 10:54 
o'clock the shadow will noticeably 
move away. By 11:54 it will be 
off the moon entirely. 

The Post-Dispatch Television 
Station, KSD-TV, is scheduled to 
televise the eclipse for 15 minutes, 
starting at 9 o’clock, and again 
from 9:45 to 10 o’clock, officials of 
the station said. They added that 
if visibility permitted, they hoped 
to make a third telecast starting 
at 10:15 o'clock. 


TAVERN OPERATOR 


IN HOLDUP ATTEMPT 


Bill Cissell, tavern operator at 
10249 St. Charles Rock road, St. 
Ann, disarmed and knocked out a 
robber, who held him up in the 
tavern this afternoon. 

The robber, who said he is Ken- 
neth A. Jones, an Army deserter 
from Kentucky, was unconscious 
on the ground outside the tavern, 
with Cissell standing guard over 
him, when St. Ann Police Chief 
Ferd Creely reached the scene. 
Cissell was holding the robbers 
automatic pistol, while the robber 
had $45 and a pint of liquor he 
had taken from the tavern. The 
robber was revived at St. Louis 
County Hospital, where he was 
treated for scalp wounds. Cissell 
was treated by a physician for 
bruises of the face and a bitten 
hand, suffered in the scuffle for 
possession of the pistol. 

The robber was driven to the 
tavern by Charles Eller, St. Ann 
taxicab driver, who picked him 
up in Wellston. Eller reported the 
man pointed a pistol at him, 
and forced him to stop at the 
tavern for a drink. After having 
several drinks the robber drew 
the pistol from his shirt. Eller 
ran for assistance, and found 
Chief Creely. Cissell returned to 
his job of tending bar in his 
saloon following medical treat- 
ment. He is 47 years old and 
weighs 198 pounds. 


STUDY OF NEED 
FOR FIRE-HAZARD 
BILL ORDERED 


Aid to Gov. Smith to 
Look Into Measure for 
Public and Semi-Public 
Buildings. 


= — 


Gov. Forrest Smith announced 
today he has ordered his legal 
secretary to make a study to de- 
termine whether a bill should be 
introduced in the Legislature call- 
ing for elimination of fire hazards 
in public and semi-public build- 
ings throughout the state. 

The Governor said he has re- 
ceived 25 to 30 letters from indi- 
viduals urging a bill to establish 
state fire regulations and a gen- 
eral safety code. This would in- 
clude creation of the office of 
fire marshal. 

Tyre Burton, legal secretary, is 
to make the study and, if it ap- 
pears that a state fire law is nec- 
essary, a bill will be drafted and 
given to a legislator to introduce, 
Gov. Smith said. 

For “Lot of Teeth.” 

“There is no use passing a law 
unless you pyt a lot of teeth in it 
so it can be enforced,” the Gover- 
nor asserted. He related he was 
in Chicago at the time of the La 
Salle Hotel fire and witnessed the 
fire. Later, all St. Louis hotels 
were inspected and it was found 
the city had no authority to cor-

rect hazards in some buildings, 
he recalled. The state measure 
he has in mind would apply to 
hospitals, hotels and all public 
and semi-public buildings, he said.

University City Survey. 


A survey of all institutions and 
places of public assembly will be 
made in University City to de- 
termine whether ordinances and 
the building code should de 
strengthened on fire and safety 
provisions, Walter L. Metcalfe, 
chairman of the City Council, said 
today. 

The survey will be made by 
Metcalfe, City Manager Thomas 
F. Maxwell, Fire Chief Michael 
Lyons and Building Commissioner 
Arthur H. Kuhlman. 

Metcalfe said that, so far as he 
knew, institutions were co-operat- 
ing with city officials on safety 
| matters. But some buildings for 
public assembly were built “before 
the fireproof era,” he pointed out. 
The present building code in Uni- 
versity City applies only to new 
construction. Metcalfe 
thought it was time to revise fire 
protection ordinances.

Temporary Injunction by 
Judge Nangle Sets 
Aside 1947 Order by 
P.S.C.—Appeal Under 


Consideration.

A temporary injunction order- 
ing Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co, to restore full telephone serv- 
ice to Pioneer News Service, Inc., 
distributor of racing news for 
handbooks, was issued today by 
Circuit Judge James F. Nangle. 

Attorney General J. E. Taylor 

was considering seeking a writ of 
prohibition in the Missouri Su- 
preme Court to stop restoration 
of Pioneer’s phone service. He 
told the Post-Dispatch he probably 
would determine his next step to- 
morrow when he receives a copy 
of Judge Nangle’s order. 
- John Mohler, attorney for the 
telephone company, said the order 
will be complied with and full 
service restored. Presumably, 19 
telephones disconnected Feb. 6, 
1947, by the company on orders 
from the Missouri Public Service 
Commission will be restored. 

Mohler said Judge Nangle’s 
order will be studied and a de- 
cision will be reached later on 
whether to appeal or to ask the 
Missouri Supreme Court to issue 
a writ of prohibition agaifist 
Judge Nangle. 

Judge Nangle’s Order. 

In his order, Judge Nangle said 
that Pioneer was entitled to res- 
toration of its phone service and 
to the use of that service until 
“such time as the Public Service 
Commission of Missouri may find 
and order otherwise.” 

The order read: “Southwestern 
Bell is hereby temporarily com- 
manded and enjoined to restore to 
the plaintiff such telephone serv- 
ice as the plaintiff may heretofore 
have enjoyed, and is thereafter 
temporarily restrained and en- 
joined from discontinuing same 
until such time as the defendant 
may be authorized to discontinue 
service by order of the Public 
Service Commission in any appro- 
priate proceedings, or until fur- 
ther order by this court.” 

Conclusion on PSC Law. 

Judge Nangle wrote that he had 
carefully reviewed the Public Serv- 
ice Commission law and had “come 
to the conclusion that legal reme- 
dy therein provided is inadequate, 
in the sense that the commission 
has no authority to enter or en- 
force any temporary relief, pend- 
ing a hearing.” 

Therefore, Judge Nangle con- 
tinued, “while deferfing to the 
jurisdiction of the Commission, the 
Court is of the opinion that its 
equity jurisdiction is properly in- 
voked to the limited extent of pre- 
scribing behavior of the parties 
while they await action by the 
Commission.” 

He pointed out that in 1945 the 
Public Service Commission or- 
dered the telephone company to 
continue service to Pioneer. “The 
Court is aware the commission 
may find circumstances differ 
from those in the 1945 case but 
until the commission does 380,“ 
Nangle held, “the Court is of the 
opinion plantiff's telephone service 
should be restored and should 
be continued, pending a de- 
termination by the commission.” 

Company Rule Cited, 

Since 1943, Judge Nangle pointed 
out, Southwestern Bell has had 
a tariff regulation providing, in 
effect, that it can discontinue serv- 
ice to any customer, upon notice 
from a law enforcement officer 
that the customer’s service is being 
used as an instrumentality to vio- 
late state laws. In February 1947, 
the company received a notice 
from Gov. Phil M. Donnelly that 
Pioneer was using its telephone 
service to violate laws. Then the 
company discontinued service. 

The telephone company, if it 
wishes, can bring a proceeding 
before the Public Service Commis- 
sion for a ruling on the company’s 
obligation to discontinue service, 
it was learned in Jefferson City. 

This obligation to discontinue 
service would be based on the not- 
ice the company received from 
Donnelly. 

The Public Service Commission 
already has upheld the validity of 
the telephone company’s service 
rule. Harmony Publishing Co., 
Kansas City outlet for the Capone 
syndicate, lost its telephone service 
on Donnelly’s order at the same 
time Pioneer was cut off.

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Alcoholics Retired With Pensions 
By Utility; Not for ‘Playboys’ 


NEW YORK, April 12 (AP)—A 
big New York utility company is 
recognizing alcoholism as a basis 
for retirement for some long-time 
employes on disability pension. 

The Consolidated Edison Co. 
said it had pursued this policy 
since Jan. 1, 1947, and has re- 
tired from 10 to 15 employes each 
year for alcoholism. 

Dr. John J. Wittmer, an as- 
sistant vice president in charge 
of industrial relations and the 
medical program supervisor, ex- 
plained the company policy this 
way yesterday: 

“We consider that chronic, irre- 
trievable alcoholism is a disabling 
condition because we feel that 
the basis for alcoholism is due to 
a definite pathological condition.”

Company rules provide that em- 
ployes of two years or less con- 
tinuous employment may be dis- 
charged for the first drunkenness 
offense. Beyond that to 15 years’ 
employment, the worker may be 
warned and put on probation. 

Cases of longer-term employes 
are studied, and if chronic or 
psychopathic alcoholism is proved, 
“the employe should be recom- 
mended for the disability roll,” the 
medical director said. 

The test, he said, is whether 
Alcoholics Anonymous can do any- 
thing for the individual.

HOUSE APPROVES 
$5 30,000,000 
AD FOR EUROPE 
BY 35448 VOTE 


All Attempts to Reduce 
Amount Are Defeated 


— Measure Now Goes 
to Conference With 
the Senate.

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP) — 
A 35,380,000, 000 bill to keep the 
European Recovery Program go- 
ing passed the House today by a 
top-heavy vote, 

The roll cali was 354 for the 
bill and 48 against. 

The measure authorizes Mar- 
shall plan aid for 15 more months, 
until the middle of 1950. In ad- 
dition, it seeks to persuade private 
business to invest $272,000,000 in 
recovery projects overseas. 

A combination of Democrats 


all attempts to cut the bill. 
Bill Passed By Senate. 

The Senate already has passed 
the aid bill, Its version carries 
$5,580,000,000, or $200,000,000 more 
than the House measure. 

But regardless of which figure 
is accepted in conference between 
the two houses, the actual outlay 
will be determined later, when 
Congress appropriates the money 
in separate bills. 

Democratic leader John McCor- 
mack of Massachuestts warned 
the House before the vote that in 
considering the bill it “must think 
of the possibility of World War 
III.“ 


“The question is,“ McCormack 
said, “are we going to take the 
road now that will be a contribu- 
ting factor to World War III or 
are we, on the basis of two ter- 
rible experiences, going to take the 
road that might avert World War 
III?“ 

Momentary Scare. 

Before the vote, administration 
forces had a momentary scare, but 
defeated proposals to: 

1. Slash $538,000,000, or 10 per 
cent, from the bill to continue 
the aid program another 15 
months. This was licked by a 
140-to-68 standing vote. 

2. Chop off $380,000,000, or 
about 7 per cent. This was de- 
feated by another standing vote, 
of 162 to 86. 

The House regarded the $380,- 
000,000, 7 per cent amendment, of- 
fered by Representative Smith 
(Rep.) Wisconsin, as the big test 
because the Republican floor lead- 
ership threw its support behind 
his plan. 


Smith’s amendment was a come- 
down from the slash of “at least 
$500,000,000” he had announced 
previously he would try to put 
over. He proposed to take the cut 
in two bites.“ 

For the rest of the fiscal year, 
until June 30, he asked for a 
$100,000,000 reduction. That would 
bring the amount for that period 
down to an even one billion dol- 
lars. Then he proposed to knock 
$280,000,000 off the fund for the 
year starting July 1, trimming it 
to around four billion dollars. 

Before recessing yesterday the 
House turned down, 107 to 66, a 
move by Representative Irving 
(Dem.), Missouri, to require that 
25 per cent of United States wheat 
shipped abroad under the Ameri- 
can-aid program be made into flour 
in this country. 

The House also refused: 

To require the Economic Co- 
operation Administration to pur- 
chase such basic agricultural com- 
modities as it can from the sur- 
plus stocks of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. 

To require that 15 per cent of 
corn products shipped abroad be 
in the form of grits, hominy and 
corn meal. A provision compar- 
able to this is contained in the 
Senate-approved bill. 

To go on record in favor of 
cutting off aid to The Netherlands 
because of the Dutch refusal to 
comply promptly with a United 
Nations order to cease fire in In- 
donesia. 

The only amendment the House 
accepted during almost seven 
hours of debate was one offered 
by Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, designed to give small busi- 
ness a better break in ERP pur- 
chasing. It was approved by a 
standing vote of 120 to 49.

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP)— 
President Truman made a surprise 
visit to the Senate chamber today 
and told former colleagues he is 
trying to do his “level best” for the 
welfare of all the people. 

His appearance on the Senate 
floor climaxed a tour of old Capi- 


tol haunts on the fourth anniver- 
sary of the day he became Presi- 
dent. 

Truman walked in and sat down 
next to Senator Anderson (Dem.), 
New Mexico, his former Secretary 
of Agriculture. Senator O’Conor 
(Dem.), Maryland, who was presid- 
ing, asked Truman to say a few 
words. 

Truman spoke briefly of the 
day four years ago when he was 
sworn in to succeed the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

Standing at a desk in the rear 
of the chamber, the President 
said: 

On my part there is no cele- 
bration on this day. It is a day 
of sadness for me because we lost 
on this day four years ago Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt.” 

Praise for Roosevelt. 

Referring to Roosevelt as “one 
of the greatest Presidents we ever 
had,” Truman said he is “trying 
my level best” to carry on the 
burden he had assumed on Roose- 


interests of all the people.” 

“I hope when I get through that 
it -will not be said that it was 
in vain,” Truman said. 

Truman began his Capitol hill 
visit by attending a buffet lunch- 
eon with Senators and House 
leaders, The Senate was in recess 
for this hour—from 1 p.m. to 2 
o’clock. 

After the luncheon, the Presi- 
dent walked into Vice President 
Barkley’s office at the rear of the 
Senate chamber and sat in the 
chair he occupied when he was 
Vice President. 

Notes to Barkley, Biffle. 

Barkley was not around, so the 
President scribbled a note to him. 
It read: 

“Dear Mr. V.P.: Sorry I missed 
you. I needed your advice.” 

The President, a grin on his 
face, signed it “HST.” 

Then Truman wandered into 
the office of his old friend, Leslie 
L. Biffle, secretary of the Senate. 

Biffle, ill with a severe cold, is 
in a hospital. So Truman wrote 
this memo: 

“I wish you were here. I tried 
to see the V.P. He was gone. Now 
you.are out. What shall I do?” 

Then the President added this 
postscript: 

“It looks as if I'll have to con- 
sult the Senate.” 

Meantime, Biffle's secretarial 
staff got Biffle on the telephone.

In his message, Truman said 
the treaty would be a long step 
“on the road to peace,” that it wag 
framed within the terms of the 
United Nations Charter and the 
American Constitution, and that 
it is “based on the realities of the 
situation we face today.” 

The treaty, signed here by 12 
nations April 4, pledges them to 
aid each other in event one of 
them is attacked by an agres- 
sor. To become binding on the 
United States, the pact must be 
ratified by a two-thirds vote of 
the Senate.

SALEM, Ore., April 12 (AP)— 
Theater owners contend an Ore- 
gon legislative bill to bar popcorn 
and peanuts from movie houses is 
un-American. They said so at a 
Senate committee hearing on the 
bill last night. 

The nine sponsors of the Dill 
object to having to watch movies 
while listening to popcorn eaters. 

As the hearing opened, Senator 
Jack Bain,‘ Portland Democrat, 
distributed free popcorn to the 50 
spectators. The spectators made 
so much noise eating that the com-

‘Ted R. Gamble, chairman of the 
board of the Theater Owners of 
America, said the small theaters 
would lose money without selling 
popcorn. 

“The theaters are filled to ca- 
pacity only four hours a week,” 
Gamble said, “so people don’t have 
to sit next to popcorn eaters. 
Seventy-five per cent of our pa- 
trons eat and want it. Most 
theaters sell it in noiseless boxes, 
anyway. This bill is un-American.”

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP)— 
Two finance leaders in Congress 
said today that unless there is a 
brake on spending or a boost in 
taxes the Government could go 
into the red. 

The warning ¢ame from Chair- 

man Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, and Representative Taber 
(Rep.), New York, top minority 
committee member. 

Taber told reporters the foreign 
aid program could be trimmed one 
to two billion dollars below the 


Administration estimate of $5,580,- 
000,000 “and still not hurt any- 
thing.” 

Cannon said he doesn’t expect a 
deficit but sees little prospect for 
a substantial payment on the na- 
tional debt. While the Appropria- 
tions Committee has cut an esti- 
mated billion from the President’s 
budget estimates to date, Cannon 
said, there still is too much spend- 
ing and some of the bills passed 
have been too big. 

Cannon said he based his ex- 
pectation of no deficit or new 
taxes on his belief that Congress 
will trim down money bills still 
awaiting final action. But unless 
there is some sharp paring, he 
said, the choice will lie between 
incurring a deficit and boosting 
taxes. 

As Cannon and Taber spoke, 
members of the House Armed 
Services Committee quietly or- 
ganized a drive to add extra mil- 
lions to the pending 16-billion- 
dollar national defense bill, with 
the new money to be earmarked 
for naval aviation. 

Military Waste Charged. 

Senators Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
and Knowland (Rep.), California, 
yesterday said they would call for 
an overhauling of military budget 
practices. This followed a dec- 
laration by former President 
Heover that the armed services 
Riad “padded” their money re- 
quests. He said it is “almost im- 
possible” to figure out the budgets 
of Army, Navy and Air Force. 

Hoover told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee that waste 
and extravagance characterized 
military spending. He submitted 
a study which told of a $30,000,- 
000. “clerical error” in a National 
Guard appropriation request. 
Hoover said the Army asked funds 
to modernize 102 tanks at $100,000 
each, but didn’t have the tanks. 

“Applications (in the military 
budget) for hundreds of millions 
of dollars to retool industry should 
be examined with the greatest 

skepticism,” the study said. 

“The Army’s original budgetary 
requests for 1950 included an item 
of $108,290,859 for ‘tropical worsted 
uniforms,’ which would purchase 
838,000 uniforms at $129 apiece — 
enough for all the enlisted men 
in the Army, and then some! 

“There was also an item of 
$213,519,000 for stockpiling of 
clothing and personal equipage, 
which would ‘seem in part un- 
necessary unless vast amounts of 
surplus Army clothing accumu- 
lated during the war have been 
lost or dissipated.” 

$58,000 Houses. 

Besides the 910 family homes in 
Alaska “at a cost of $58,350 a 
house,” the report said the Air 
Force wanted money to build 828 
homes on the mid-Pacific island 
of Guam at $48,000 each and 7880 
in the United States at $18,000 
each. 

Army Secretary Kenneth C. 
Royall asserted Hoover's charges 
were “totally incorrect.” 

Royall said the tanks in ques- 
tion had been transferred to the 
Marine Corps after the request for 
funds was made. But the request 
for funds to modernize them was 
cyt to conform before the request

$595,890,000 for G.I. readjustment 
benefits.

The extra money would be for 
use in the fiscal year ending next 
June 30. It would include funds 
for other G.I. benefits such as 
education, in addition to jobless 
pay. 

The request was made in a letter 
to the president of the Senate and 
included a Budget Bureau state- 
ment of the need for the money.

Effects of Estrogen and 
Progesterone Described 
at Symposium — Need 
of Work Stressed, 


It may be possible to lessen the 
effects of old age in some women 
by giving them sex hormones, 
Washington University Medical 
School researchers reported last 
night at a symposium on problems 


of aging at Brown Hall on the 
university campus. 

Dr. William B. Kountz, head of 
the university’s division of geri- 
atrics, said experiments being con- 
ducted at City Infi indicate 
that sex hormones improve the 
general condition of at least some 
old patients and that “in spite of 
age, it is possible to revitalize 

ld tissue.” 


The scientists began giving es- 
trogen and progesterone, the fe- 
male sex hormones, three years 
ago to a group of women infirm- 
ary patients whose average age 
was 74 years, Dr. William Masters, 
instructor in obstetrics and gyne- 
cology at Washington University, 
reported. 
Bed-Ridden Women Walk. 
Those women are now walking 
around the infirmary, even though 
some of them had been bed-ridden 
for as long as 10 years, and most 
of them are better adjusted 
emotionally, Dr. Masters said. 
Similar results have been 
achieved in another group of 
women, with about the same aver- 
age age, who first began receiving 
estrogen alone two years ago, Dr. 
Masters continued. Further experi- 
ments with a male hormone are 
being conducted in another similar 
group of women. 
“We feel we are making prog- 
ress, we think they are improved 
and better adjusted, but we can’t 
prove a thing,” Dr. Masters said. 
At a session today, the last of 
the two-day institute, Ewan 
Clague, commissioner of labor 
statistics for the United States 
Department of Labor, emphasized 
the importance of finding ways to 
extend the period of gainful em- 
ployment for older workers. 
“I am thinking now,” he said, 
“not alone of the man over 65, 
but of those ‘nearly old,’ in their 
50s and early 60s. There is every 
reason to believe, on the basis of 
recent experience, that many per- 
sons in these ages who were 
forced out of the labor force under 
prewar conditions were, in fact, 
willing to work if suitable jobs 
could be found for them.” 
He said that in the future, with 
expected slowing down in total 
population growth in this country, 
the problem of extending working 
life would become increasingly 
important. 
In this connection,” he said, 
“we may profit from the experi- 
ence of France, a nation which in 
the prewar period had already en- 
tered a phase of population de- 
cline. With over 16 per cent of 
the French population in 1947 in 
ages 60 and over, France has 
reathed a stage of demographic 
maturity comparable to that pro- 
jected for the United States in the 
closing decades of this century. 
“Currently, France is suffering 
from a severe labor shortage; part- 
ly due to the depredation of the 
war and partly due to the declin- 
ing inflow into the labor force of 
new workers, And, significantly, 
the French are becoming increas- 
ingly aware of the need for 
lengthening of working life.” 
illiam H. Stead, vice president 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
St. Louis, said the gradual transi- 
tion from an agricultural to a 
primarily industrial economy in 
the United States has tended to 
make it more difficult for the 
older worker to continue in gain- 
ful employment. 
In addition,” he said, “recent 
developments in job breakdown 
and specialization have resulted in 
a relative growth in the number 
of semi-skilled workers and a 
relative decline in the number of 
skilled workers. This has made it 
mere difficult for the older work- 
er because he is more able to com- 
pete with younger workers: in a 
skilled occupation.” 


Technological Changes 

A third factor operating 
against the older worker, Stead 
said, was that rapid technological 
changes no longer make it pos- 
sible for most workers to use the 
same skill all through their work- 
ing lives. Few occupations, he 
said, are exempt from new pro- 
cesses or inventions and the re- 
sult, for many men, is that little 
of their early training and ex- 
perience can be translated into 
new industries or jobs.

Another possible alternative to 
a large home for the aged is an 
apartment building with many 
small, individual units in which 
each old person can keep house 
for himself and manage his own 
affairs, he said.

O the Senate of the Unites 

States: . 

I transmit herewith for the 
consideration of the Senate a copy 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
signed at Washington on April 
4, 1949, together with a report of 
the Secretary of State. 

This treaty is an expression of 
the desire of the people of the 
United States for peace and se- 
curity, for the continting oppor- 
tunity to live and work in free- 
dom. 

Events of this century have 
taught us that we cannot achieve 
peace independently, The world 
has grown too small, The eceans 
to our east and west no longer

We have also learned —learned 
in blood and conflict that if 
we are to achieve peace we must 
work for peace. 

This knowledge has made us 
determined to do everything we 
can to insure that peace is main- 
tained. We have not arrived at 
this decision lightly, or without

great responsibility that goes with 
our great stature in the world. 
Every action of this nation in 
recent years has demonstrated 
the overwhelming will of our 
people that the strength and in- 
fluence of the United States shall 
be used in the cause of peace, 
justice and freedom.

Joint Strength Is Huge. 


Together, our joint strength is 
of tremendous significance to the 
future of free men in every part 
of the world. For this treaty is 
clear evidence that differences in 
languages and im economic and 
political systems are no real bar 
to the effective association of na- 
tions devoted, to the great princi- 
ples of human freedom and jus- 
tice. 

This treaty is only one step | 

—although a long one—on the 
road to peace. No single ac- 
tion, no matter how significant, 
will achieve peace. We must 
continue to work patiently and 
carefully, advancing with prac- 
tical, realistic steps in the light 
of circumstances and events as 
they occur, building the struc- 
ture of peace soundly and sol- 
idly. 

I believe that the North Atlantic 
Treaty is such a step, based on 
the realities of the situation we 
face today and framed within the 
terms of the United Nations Char- 
ter and the Constitution of the 
United States.

I was informed by Mr. Steve 
Early, who was at that time the 
President’s secretary, that he 


‘would like to see me at the White 


House at the Main entrance as 
soon as I could get there. I had 
not. much of an idea of what I 
would be faced with when I ar- 
rived. I was informed by Mrs. 
Roosevelt that the President had 
passed away, and I immediately 
asked her if there was anything I 
could do for the family. And she 
very kindly and courteously told 
me that there was nothing at that 
time, that it was not herself and 
her family that needed help but 
it was the former Vice President 
that needed help. 


The Chief Justice Was .sum- 
moned, and eight and a half to 
nine minutes after 7 o'clock on 
the afternoon of April 12, I was 
sworn in as President of the 
United States. 

I want it very clearly under- 
stood that on my part there is 
no celebration on this day. It is 
a day of sadness for me because 
we lost on this day four years 
ago Franklin D. Roosevelt, I think 
one of the greatest Presidents 
this country has ever had. 

And it became necessary for me 
to assume a tremendous burden 
on that evening. I have tried my 


level best to carry that burden in 


the interest of all the people of 
the country, and I hope that when 
the history of the period is writ- 
ten it will be said that the effort 


was not in vain. 


I do thank the Senate most sin- 
cerely for their courtesy to me, 
for this pleasant luncheon which 
I have had, and I hope that this 
will not be the last time that I 
may have the privilege of ‘meet- 
ing with’ you.

NOW READY TO ACT 
ON EVICTIONS IN 


ST LOUIS AREA 


Tenants Threatened With 
Ouster May Appeal to 
Vandover’s Office 


Provisions of New Law 
Explained. 


The St. Louis Area Rent Office, 
$15 Olive street, is now prepared 
to hear from tenants threatened 
with eviction on any grounds ex- 
cept the seven specifically listed in 
the new rent law, Grover C. Van- 
dover, area rent director, an- 
nounced today. 

For the information of landlords 
he also listed those types of ac- 
commodations, previously decon- 
trolled, that again have been 
placed under rent ceilings by the 
new law. ; | 

“The new law returns to the cer- | 
tificate system in evictions, and we 
will again pass upon efforts to 
evict to see whether they are valid 
under the law,” Vandover said. 

Under the 1948 law that ex- 
pired March 31, exclusive juris- 
diction in the matter of evictions 
was vested in the magistrate 
courts. The area rent director has 
no jurisdiction in _ evictions 
based on judgments rendered be- 
fore April 1, Vandover said. 

Cases Requiring Certificates. 

The new law requires landlords 
to obtain certificates of eviction 
from the rent office in the fol- 
lowing instances: 

1. Where the owner seeks 
possession ‘of the premises for 
his personal occupancy or oc- 
cupancy by members of his im- 
mediate family. The term, “im- 
mediate family,” includes only 
a son, son-in-law, daughter, 
daughter-in-law, father, father- 
in-law, mother, mother-in-law, 
stepchild and adopted son. 

2. Where a purchaser of the 
premises seeks possession for 
his personal occupancy or that 
of his immediate family. 

3. Where the owner desires 
possession in order to remodel 
or make alterations. 

4. Where the owner is a tax- 
exempt organization. 

5. Where the owner wishes to 
withdraw the property from the 
rental market. 

Other Grounds for Eviction. 

There are seven grounds of evic- 
tion for which no certificates are 
required, but the landlord in such 
cases must give notices to tenants 
with copies flled in the area rent 
office within 24 hours, Vandover 
continued. The principal grounds 
in this classification are: 

1. Non-payment of 
three-day notice. 

2. Violating substantial obli- 
gation of tenancy—10-day notice. 

3. Nuisance or illegal or im- 
moral use—10-day notice. 

4. Tenant’s refusal of access to 
leadlord—one-month notice. 

5. Accommodations entirely 
sublet and lease has expired or 
otherwise terminated—two- 
month notice. 

6. Landlord is a state or polit- 
ical subdivision thereof — two- 
month notice. 

7. Company housing after ten- 
ant is no longer employed—two- 
month notice. 

While printed forms are not yet 
available for persons who wish to 
report the circumstances concern- 
ing their evictions, they may do 80 
for the present in a letter to his 
office, Vandover said. 

‘Units Subject to Control. 

All rental units previously de- 
controlled because they were not 
rented for any successive 24- 
month period between Feb. 1, 1945, 
and March 1948, are now sub- 
ject to rent control, Vandover 
pointed out, indicating steps to be 
taken by owners of such property. 

Landlords have until April 30 to 
register any of these units which 
were never under rent control. 
Previously registered units need 
not be re-registered, but the own- 
ers are advised to show the regis- 
tration statements to the present 
tenant. The jandlord cannot 
charge more than the maximum 
rent shown in the registration 
statement, plus or minus any ap- 
proved adjustments. 

Landlords may receive assist- 
ance in preparing registration 
statements by calling at the area 
rent office, 410 Old Federal Build- 
ing, 815 Olive street, Vandover 
said. Registration forms will be 
mailed out on written request or 
on a telephone call to CEntral 
3200 


Again subject to rent control are 
all accommodations, which were 
decontrolled because a 1947 volun- 
tary rent increase lease was termi- 
mated prior to April 1, 1948, the 
director said. These are now re- 
controlled at their old lease rent 
and the landlord: must file a re- 
port of termination statement with 
the area rent office by April 15 
unless he has previously filed such 
a report. Accommodations cov- 
ered by leases which expired or 
terminated on or after April 1, 
1948, have been and stil are sub- 
ject to rent control. 

Trailers and trailer spaces which 
on April 1, 1949, were not used 
exclusively for transient occu- 
pancy are again subject to rent 
control. 


Decon Procedure. 

A city can end federal rent 
control under the present law, 
Vandover explained, only with ap- 
proval of the governor of the 
state. The initial step must be 
taken by the city’s governing body, 
usually the board of aldermen, 
by calling a public meeting not 
less than 10 days after notice of 
the meeting has been published.

MADISON LABOR 
ACT REPEAL VOTED 
BY GOMMITTE 


Opposes and Unions 
Speak for It. |

JEFFERSON CITY, April 12— 
A bill for outright repeal of the 
Madison labor regulatory act was 
approved today by the Senate 
Labor Committee. The group 
voted 9 to 0 to report the meas- 
ure with & recommendation for 


passage. 
The stringent Madison law, en- 
acted by the 1947 Legislature, re- 
quires state supervised strike 
votes, and prohibits strikes by 
state employes, jurisdictional 
strikes and secondary boycotts. 


At hearing on the repeal meas-. 
ure, representatives of large em-. 
ployers in Missouri urged reten- 
tion of the law, while some fa- 
vored a few amendments to mod- 
ify the act. Organized labor .vig- 
orously supported the repeal. 

Senator Edgar J. Keating of 
Kansas City, chairman of the 
labor committee and one of the 
authors of the bill, said the com- 
mittee turned down the sugges- 
tion that the law be amended. 
He said the act was “so full of 
unconstitutional provisions” that 
the committee did not think it 
could be validly re-written. . 

Bills also are pending before 
Senate and House committees 
for repeal of the King-Thompson.- 
Act barring strikes and lockouts 
in public utilities. The House 
Labor Committee is scheduled to 
consider and possibly act on one 
of the bills tomorrow night.

Graphic Picture Painted. 

The court’s detailed judgment 
Painted a graphic picture of how 
Germans in various positions lent 
their official aid to the systematic 
Mass murder of Jews. 

The finding bristled with indig- 
nation. 


“No chapter in the history of 
the Nazi regime is so revolting 
and horrible,” it said of the perse- 
cutions of the Jews. It detailed 
some of the more shocking atroci- 
ties—the wholesale killings in ex- 
termination camps, the systematic 
stripping of Jews’ property and 
Tights, and the personal indigni- 
ties heaped on them. 


As chief of the Reich Chancel- 
lery and “one of the most im- 
portant figures in the Reich Gov- 
ernment,” the court said, Lam- 
mers “participated in drafting and 
co-signing many, if not most, of 
the anti-Jewish laws and regula- 
tions.” That made the aged one- 
eyed intimate of Hitler the high

Leniency Indicated.

Asked if Kathy's own terror 
could have caused her to suffo- 
cate, the doctors said it was possi- 
ble, but difficult to determine def- 
| initely. 

“There was no evidence of 
drowning,” Wallage continued. 
“Had she drowned there would 
have been water in her stomach. 
There was none. We firmly be 
lieve that a microscopic examina- 
tien of the brain, heart, lungs and 
other vital organs will confirm the 
findings of the autopsy.” 

“There was no evidence of any 
rope having been around either 
her neck or torso,” he said. He 
apparently referred to absence o? 
marks on the body. 

There had been rumors, heard 
even in police circles, that Kathy 
had been strangled in a first futile 
effort to haul her to safety by 
rope. 

Wallage said there will be ne 
decision before late today on 
whether an inquest is necessary, 
to determine if there is any re- 
sponsibility for the unguarded 
opening to the well. 

Rewards for Heroes. 

Meantime America was opening 
its pocketbood to reward the heroes 
who lost their race with death in 
their attempt to rescue the child. 

The Los Angeles Chamber of 
| Commerce reports that money is 
coming in from all parts of the 
country for the 50 to 60 men who 
toiled under most hazardous con- 
ditions long beyond the normal 
exhaustion point. 

The chamber has formed an 
over-all committee to consolidate 
the collections. The American 
Legion and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars are sponsoring fund drives. 

President Earle V. Grover of the 
chamber said one of the commit- 
tee's first jobs is to consider 
recommending the engineers and 
sandhogs for Carnegie hero 
medals. 

He explained the purpose of the 
fund is not to pay the men for 
the long, hazardous hours they 
donated, but rather to give them 
financial recognition. The fund 
address is: The Rescue Fund Com- 
mittee, Care of Postmaster, Los 
Angeles. 

Meantime, H. E. (Whitey) Blick- 
ensderfer, “foreman” of the rescue 
effort, expressed the feelings of his 
gangs when he said: 

“I’m no hero, It was just a 
matter of simple humanity.” 

t was, as a construction engli- 
neer put it, “the kind of a rescue 
job you couldn’t buy with money.” 
But on the basis of two days and 
three nights of work, it was the 
kind of a job that would bring 
about $250,000. There was more 
than $100,000 worth of equipment 
on the scene. The men didn’t have 
to be summoned, They simply 
showed up. 

The parents of the girl, Mr. and 
Mrs. David H. Fiscus, said in a 
statement that thousands of mes- 
sages of condolences had been re- 
ceived. The parents urged friends 
who planned to send flowers to 
Kathy's funeral tomorrow to send 
the equivalent amount of money 
to the Children’s Hospital in Los 
Angeles, 

Through such contributions, they 
explained, “we fee] that our little 
Kathy's untimely death might be 
the cause of saving some child 
for a useful life.”

Warning Kammann. 

Fire Marshal mmann warned 
last week that three St. Louis hos- 
pitals—Bethesda General Hospi- 
tal, Faith Hospital and St. Mary’s 
Infirmary—probably would be de- 
stroyed if fire broke out in them 
and were not speedily checked. He 
said six other institutions belonged 
partly in this dangerous category.

Tells of Bill. 

A bill to license all hospitals in 
the state has been in the hands of 
several members of the Legisla- 
ture for some time, Mrs. Mabel H.

The bill, prepared by the asso- 
ciation after consulting the Divi- 
sion of Health and medical and 
hospital authorities, would protect 
the public against hazards like 
those that led to the Effingham

“Thorough, adequate inspection 
must be provided if the bill is to 
be effective,” Mrs. Mooney said. 
Convalescent, nursing and board- 
ing homes are not included in the 
bill because they are covered by 
1941 laws, she said.

BOY, 10, RESCUES 
SISTER, 3, WHO 
SET HOUSE AFIRE 


ANNA, III., April 12 (UP)—A 
3-year-old girl’s carelessness with 
matches left her family’s home 
near here in ruins yesterday. 

But her 10-year-old brother’s 


obedience to his mother’s instruc- 
tions averted a tragedy when he 
entered the burning home and 
dragged his sister to safety. 

The boy, Don Mattheis, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Mattheis, 
rushed into the house to find his 
little sister Sue when he saw dense 
smoke pouring from a rear bed- 
room, 

He said he called for his sister, 
but remembered when she did not 
answer that she had been in that 
bedroom when he left the house 
a few minutes earlier. 

He found his sister standing in 
front of the blazing bedroom closet. 
He dragged her from the room 
and out of the house by himself. 

The children’s mother had driven 
her mother to a doctor at Anna, 
and had left Don in charge of 
his sister. Don said after the 
rescue he had remembered that 
his mother had told him if the 
house should ever be on fire, he 
should be certain to see that Sue 
was brought outside.

DRY OKLAHOMA TO SELL 
BOOTLEG LIQUOR,BUT IT’S LEGAL 


OKLAHOMA CITY, April 12 

(AP)—Oklahoma, constitutional- 
ly a dry state, officially went into 
the liquor business yesterday. 
A legislative bill signed by Gov. 
Roy J. Turner gives sheriffs the 
right to sell liquor seized from 
Oklahoma bootleggers to wet 
states. Previously the liquor was 
destroyed. 

Seventy-five per cent of the 
revenue derived from the sales 
will go to the school fund of the 
county in which the seizure was 
made, The other 25 per cent goes 
to the city, county or state, de- 
pending on which unit of govern- 
ment confiscated the liquor. It is 
estimated that counties have 
liquor valued at $150,000 in of- 
ficial possession now.

Historically, Britain has known 
prosperity only when its coal 
production was high and it sold 
the fue] abroad in great quanti- 
ties. That production was: hit 
harder by the war than any other 
part of the United Kingdom's 
economy. It fell from 231,000,000 
tons in 1939 to 183,000,000 in 1945. 
Since the turn of the century, it 
has been a rough rule of thumb 
that Britons have known hard 
times whenever their coal output 
dropped below 225,000,000 tons. 

Losses In Manpower. 

Increasing coal output was one 
of the toughest problems faced 
by the Labor Government when 
it came to power in the late sum- 
mer of 1945. During the war, 
Britain had, somewhat imprudent- 
ly, drafted thousands of young 
miners. Once out of the mines, 
it was difficult or impossible to 
persuade the men to go back. 
Manpower dropped from 780,000 
in 1939 to 690,000 in 1945, the 
lowest in half a century. Britain 
faced what the government saw 
as “industrial and national dis- 
aster”. 

Wage increases in what was 
England’s worst paid trade, 
bonuses for extra production, im- 
provements in safety regulations, 
mechanization and modernization 
of antedeluvian mining methods 
and other steps enabled the gov- 
ernment to increase manpower in 
the pits and coal output. Produc- 
tion in 1946 rose to 190,000,000 
tons. : 

In 1947 the coal industry was 
nationalized. It may have been 
mere coincidence, but the fact re- 
mains that output rose to nearly 


200,000,000 tons. Conveyors, cutters} 


and other equipment bought in the 
United States with Marshall Plan 
money helped. So did a growing 
knowledge among the workers 
that Britain’s fight for economic 
life depended on how much coal 
they produced and that failure 
would mean not only national dis- 
aster but that the responsibility 
would fal] on the Labor Govern- 
ment, their government. 

Last year coal production moved 
upward another substantial notch, 
going to 208,500,000 tons, big 
enough to enable the Government 
to spare the fuel to light up Pic- 
cadilly, but short of the 211,000,000 
tons which the government had 
hoped to squeeze out of the mines 
in 1948. The failure to mine as 
much coal last year as had been 
anticipated was, however, the only 
disappointment along the way of 
Britain's steady march toward re- 
covery. 

Admirable Achievements. 

What this bombed and blistered 
land has achieved in the less than 
four years since peace broke out 
in 1945, in fact, stirs the visitor 
who knew England before and 
during the war to new admiration. 
The men of Dunkirk not only can 
fight but they can work and work 
hard on a diet which, while ample, 
is hardly fancy. How Britons live, 
however, is another story. This 
piece is about the country’s, rather 
than the people's, struggle for sur- 
vival. 

It should be gratifying to Amer- 
ficans who consider themselves

Sales Talk for Housing Bonds 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The so-called “slum clearance” bond 
issue is reported about to be -revived, 
after its defeat at the polls last Novem- 
ber. I think it will be defeated again 
and again, so long as the same tactics 
are employed, regardless of the intensi- 
ty of the campaign. 

My own connection with the matter 
was as a member of the committee of 
the engineering societies which studied 
the bond issue proposition and reported, 
in general favorably. (The ideas ex- 
’ pressed in this letter are my own and 
not necessarily the committee’s.) 


I think it safe to predict that any 
proposition labelled “slum clearance” 
will be beaten in an election. This label 
is unfortunate and needless. It creates 
the wrong picture in the mind of the 
voters. Especially in a period of hous- 
ing shortage there should be no label 
which implies that housing is to be torn 
down without saying that new and bet- 
ter housing will be built first. 

Any proposition labelled “slum clear- 
ance” will get a “No” vote from: 

(A) All colored voters. 

(B) Every voter who lives in what is 
patronizingly called “sub-standard” hous- 
ing. He might be next. N 


(0) Every white voter who lives in a 


borderline neighborhood where there 
might be infiltration of colored people 
if thousands were displaced. 


(D) A lot of veterans and other young 
people who are living in rat traps through 
no fault of their own. Their housing, 
such as it is, was hard enough to get. 
They don’t want to face increasing com- 
petition from thousands of displaced 
persons, They think it is more impor- 
tant to have a family than it is to 
beautify the city by artificial means, 
however highminded. 

(E) Every voter in the area in ques- 
tion who owns his own home. It may 
not be much, but it’s his. In an area 
where most people are renters, he is an 
important person. He will use every 
bit of his influence to prevent his neigh- 
borhood from being officially labelled a 
slum. 

It is needlessly tactless to label a 
large area of St. Louis a slum and to 
imply that its occupants are displaceable 
undesirables. It would build up their 
self-respect to let it be known that the 
city needs their land for a parkway 
and housing project. 

A lot depends on the label. “Slum 
clearance” won't dos “Rehabilitation of 
_ blighted, sub-standard, etc.” won't do 
either—it implies that a lack of def- 
inite ideas is being concealed behind 
governmental verbiage. The label has 
to say something simply and clearly. I 
’ guggest “parkway housing.” 

The proposition must say more than 
did the last one, if it is to pass. It 
should say that new housing will be 
built, and that present occupants of the 
area in question will get new housing 
within their means. It should make it 
clear that colored people will have a 
share of the new housing, undoubtedly 
near Vashon school. It would probably 
be best to set the amount of the issue 
at $20,000,000 instead of the $16,000,000 
called for last year, so as to have $4,- 
000,000 available to build a housing proj- 
ect for 2000 people, similar to Carr 
Square Village for colored people but 
about two-thirds the size. 

If the objection should be raised that 
a bond. issue with so many conditions 
to it will be hard to sell, I can only say 
that another bond issue like the last one 
won't be approved at all.

_ If that actually were the allied attitude, there 
would be no occupation statute. But their ob- 
jective vontinues to be a free and democratic 
Germany. The present effort must be regarded 
as a step in that direction. The difficulty is that 
the French-British-American position in Ger- 
many has been altered by Russian pressure. 
This has brought about a certain eagerness to 
tie Germany into the western bloc of free na- 
tions. And so many have come to regard the 
setting up of a German government as a final 
rather than as a probationary step toward 
freedom. 

The hard fact is that ratification of the Bonn 
Constitution will not bring about full indepen- 
dence. Legally, at least, the Allies will retain 
the power of veto over every legislative act and 
many of the administrative activities of the new 
state. No doubt, it is impossible to achieve com- 
plete democracy under such conditions. 


Trouble-makers may argue that this makes 
German legislators and administrators into glor- 
ified stooges for the occupation. The German 
officials will assume responsibility without real 
authority. The Allies will continue to control 
the country for their own benefit, the dema- 
gogues may say, under the guise of German 
“freedom.” Like the Weimar Republic, the new 
state may be accused of driving a dagger into 
the nation’s heart. 

This, of course, is nonsense, But it reveals 
the chief danger in running a country half free 
and half occupied. In exercising their authority 
under the occupation statute, the Allies will 
have to be careful to make it clear at all times 


that the half measure of freedom now granted 


the Germans is a token of the full measure to 
come. They may also ask themselves whether 
the statute ought not to be liberalized in practice 
from the very start. 

All of its basic reservations are justifiable. 
Military matters—and these include many 
phases of industrial rebuilding and scientific re- 
search—must be kept under supervision. But is 
it really necessary to set limits on Germany’s 
still meager foreign trade—only to give some 
politicians a chance to cry that Britain and 
America are throttling German competition? 


The language of the law, however, will not 
matter too much if it is administered in a liberal 
spirit, a spirit which will make it clear to the 
average German that this is a measure not for 
tightening, but for easing control.

A Loss to Congress 

President Truman’s congressional program is 
about to lose a stanch supporter in a place where 
it can stand few such losses—the House Ways 
and Means Committee. The loss will occur when 
Representative Herman P. Eberharter resigns to 
take a seat on the federal bench which the 
White House and the Department of Justice 
have approved for him. 

The Pennsylvania member, who is in his sev- 
enth two-year term, was the man who offered 
the amendment to break the oligarchic control 
of the scheduling of bills by the House Rules 
Committee. He had seen one Rules Committee 
chairman after another bottle up worthy meas- 
ures which the House wanted to pass. For the 
change in the House rules at the outset of the 
Eighty-first Congress, he deserves a large share 
of the credit. 

Representative Eberharter doubtless will be a 
Judge who is sensitive to the world in which 
he lives and the federal bench should be the 
gainer in his appointment. But he will be missed 
in Ways and Means Committee, where seniority 
makes “Muley” Doughton of North Carolina 
chairman and conservatives like Noah Mason of 
Illinois are in the G.O.P. minority. His suc- 
cessor on this vital committee should be care- 
fully chosen.

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46 Courageous Teachers 


Teachers in state universities usually are very 
slow to criticize bills pending before their legis- 
lators. Now and then a bold soul or two will 
stand out but they are the exceptions. 

This general rule of silence about prospective 
legislation, in order to protect the university's 
own appropriations, makes truly notable a peti- 
tion which has been issued at the University of 
Illinois. Forty-six members of the College of 
Education staff, teachers in the University High 
School and other members of the faculty have 
taken a public stand against the so-called 
Broyles bills which have been passed by the 
State Senate. 

These bills, which are the handiwork of a 
“little Dies committee,” could be used to intimi- 
date the teaching profession and to harass any 
citizen who thought for himself. Presumably, 
the intent is to protect Illinois against sub- 
versive activity, but the Broyles bills are to be 
judged not by their intent but by their probable 
effect. 

Let the 46 courageous members of the Uni- 
versity of IIlinois staff describe that effect. 
Speaking as “individuals, professional educators 
and public servants‘ of the State of Illinois,” 
they say: 

We are opposed to Communism and have 
fought it as denying the liberties and free- 
doms of individual thought and action we 
cherish under the democratic tradition. But 
we believe the wording of many sections 
under these bills to be so vague as to do 
damage to the very freedoms we hold dear. 

We believe, further, that there are laws al- 
ready in existence in this state that provide 

sufficient protection against the advocacy 
of revolution or violent and other unlawful 
methods of modifying our system of govern- 
ment. Communism is not best fought by at- 
tempts to outlaw and punish its adherents, 
but through the support and advancement 
of democracy and through exposing the dan- 
gers and inadequacies of Communism 
through intellectual. attack. 


These Illinois teachers know something which 
Senator Broyles and his colleagues seem not to 
know, namely, that loyalty is not the product of 
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a statute. Loyalty is of the spirit and not the 
letter. A statute may result in compliance, it 
will not yield that devotion to democracy which 
Americans need to uphold before the oppressed

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Gov. Smith and the PSC 


Gov. Smith is faced With making six-year 
appointments to two of the five positions on the 
Missouri Public Service Commission. The terms 
of Agnes Wilson, who has served since 1943, 
and E. L. MeClintock, appointed to an unexpired 
term in 1945, are expiring this week. 

Miss Wilson has announced that she is not a 
candidate for reappointment. Her departure will 
cause little regret except among the utility cor- 
porations. : é 

Mr. McClintock is another matter. He seems 
a fair-minded man who wants to keep a proper 
balance between the public’s claim to fair rates 
and the utilities’ claim to fair profits. Opinions 
of him, and of Commissioner Henson, would be 
higher if they had not limited their dissent 
in the Southwestern Bell rate case to a single 
paragraph. They had excellent reasons for hold- 
ing that the full award to the company was ex- 
cessive, If they had spelled out the reasons, the 
cities that are appealing the decision to the 
courts would have still stronger ammunition in 
their battle for justice. 

One thing Gov. Smith might reasonably hope 
to accomplish with the appointment power is to 
inspire the commission with a clearer sense of 
its unique powers and of modern developments 
in utility regulation. The Missouri commission 
sometimes takes a narrow legalistic view, with 
the result that its performance sometimes stops 
short of its duty. 

Once it became public knowledge that Pio- 
neer News Service was supplying bookmakers 
with racing results, for example, an aggressive 
commission would have denied telephone serv- 
ice. The Missouri commission agreed that the 
suspicion was strong, but held that Pioneer was 
entitled to telephone service until its activities 
were conclusMely proved illegal. This attitude 
would be proper and necessary in a criminal 
court, but utility commissions have broader if 
less final powers than the courts. 


Two conspicuous examples will show that the 
Missouri commission is behind the procession. 
It has never renounced its old view that 64% 
per cent return (which often means common 
stock earnings of 10 per cent or more) is fair. 
Federal and other state commissions have scaled 
the return down to Buch figures as 5 and 572 
per cent. The Missouri commission also allows 
utilities to gain some profits from reserves set 
aside for depreciation. The federal commissions 
and nearly all the states have adopted the real- 
istic view that depreciation funds are contributed 
by consumers, therefore that they are not prop- 
erty entitled to earn a profit. 

It is hard to find people with technical knowl- 
edge, spirit and sense of a utility commission’s 
role who are willing to serve at a $7000 salary. 
But there is no place where a Governor needs 
to use the appointment power more carefully, 
for the stake is literally millions of dollars a 
year in or out of the pockets of Missourians. 
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Senator Bricker’s Real Purpose 

It is Senator Bricker’s intention to offer a civil 
rights rider to the multi-billion dollar housing 
bill. The Senator’s real purpose, one gathers, is 
not so much to further the cause of racial jus- 
tice as it is.to defeat public housing, to which 
he is strongly opposed. 
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CIO-AFL Discord Aids Communists 

The Atlantic Pact and the Marshall Plan make 
clear that the United States is determined to do 
all that can be done militarily and economically 
to block Soviet aggression. But just as impor- 
tant as these two steps is the necessity of win- 
ning the mind and heart of Europe’s common 
workingman. In this campaign, the United 
States is remiss and almost entirely because of 
the bitter rwalry between CIO and AFL. 

Their representatives have been conferring 
fruitlessly for several weeks with leaders of the 
British Trade Unions Congress on proposals to 
establish a new international labor group as a 
rival to the Communist-supported World Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions. Both AFL and CIO are 
determined to play the major part in organizing 
and staffing such a group. Neither will accept 
the other as an equal partner in this vital 
enterprise. 

Consequently, little is being done to aid the 
struggling non-Communist unions of France and 
Italy. Weak and impoverished, they falter as 
the Communists shower them with propaganda 
and bore from within. Discord is indeed one of 
Communism’s best allies. Both AFL and CIO 
will have much to answer for if the Communists 
take over the trade union reins in Europe.

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A Seniority Rule Passed By 


When Gov. Kerr Scott of North Carolina ap- 
pointed Frank Porter Graham to the Senate, we 
said that the new member would rank ninety- 
sixth only in seniority, that in other respects he 
would stand high up in the ranks as soon as he 
took the oath. 

The Senate leadership itself has already rec- 
ognized this fact in a notable way. It has placed 
Senator Graham in the late Senator Broughton's 
place on the important Judiciary Committee. 
Yet between the commencement of Senator 
Broughton’s service and the induction of Sena- 
tor Graham no fewer than 14 Democratic Sena- 
tors took office and received committee assign- 
ments. Five of these were assigned to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Committee and four to the 
Post Office Committee. 

The historic practice is for Senators on these 
lesser committees to seek a vacant seat on im- 
portant committees such as Judiciary, Finance, 
Labor, Foreign Relations and Armed Services. 
When seniority was passed by in Senator Gra- 
ham’s favor, it was a further testimonial to the 
wisdom showed by the North Carolina Governor 
in his distinguished choice. 

Had as good judgment been showed in Mis- 
souri when Harry S. Truman resigned from the 
Senate to become Vice President, this state 
might well not have the reactionary James P. 
Kem as its junior Senator.

Last June, after Gov. Dewey had been 
nominated, Senator Taft forswore all pres- 
idential ambitions. He would be “too old,” 
he shyly indicated, to make another drive 
for the nomination. 


Today it is safe to say he is not so mod- 
est about his destiny. Despite the sensa- 
tional Truman-Democratic election victory, 
Taft is again the most influential member 
of the Senate. It is not excessive to say 
that he is the leader of the Senate. 


Taft, these days, is full of ginger and 
enthusiasm—or at least as cheerful and de- 
lighted as his char- 
acter permits. As 
soon as the Eightv- 
first Congress met he 
battered down a con 
ically misnamed 
G. O. P. “young Turk” 
revolt and got the 
rules changed to re- 
establish himself as 
chairman of the 
G. O. P. Policy Com- 
mittee. Two weeks 
later he learned in a 
test vote that he had 
the power to upset 
President Truman’s New Republic 
technical majority Robert A. Taft 
and impose checks, balances and negations 
on the Fair Deal, 


The first test came on a trivial bill to 
exempt inaugural-week functions from 
amusement taxes. Six Democrats voted 
with 41. Republicans to beat the bill as 
three other Democrats blithely skipped the 
roll call—and the cat was out of the bag. 


Sharp in the 


Running High, Wide and Handsome 


A second test came when the Democrats 
introduced a public housing measure which 
Taft was not allowed to co-sponsor, al- 
though he had long been a sponsor of the 
Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill. Taft responded 


by helping to write a Republican bill which 
in some respects was superior. Before the 


bill got through committee, “bipartisan- 
ship” had been restored, and Truman’s 
proposal of 1,050,000 public housing units 
had been cut to 810,000. 


In the hearings on the Taft-Hartley Act 
repealer, Taft gave the Democratic ma- 
jority a brutal pushing around. Yet he 
won a public accolade from Senator Morse, 
a liberal Republican who clashed repeated- 
ly with Taft in the Eightieth Congress. 


Taft is driving his 60-mule team of Re- 
publicans and Southern Democrats with 
firmness and skill. For the liberal Repub- 
licans he has a few concessions on the T-H 
Act. The Southern Democrats are even 
easier to handle. He can vote as his per- 
sonal necessities dictate so long as he does 
not deliver the Republican bloc against 
the Southerners on civil-rights issues. 


Taft is basking, moreover, in a wave of 
warm approbation and pleasant indorse- 
ment which comes, on occasion, from un- 
likely sources. When he faced challenge 
from the “young Turks,” the onetime pro- 
Dewey Scripps-Howard newspapers hand- 
somely remarked that “wherever Taft sat 
would be the center of the Republican 
wing of the Senate.” 


Brand of Bumbling Honesty 


For all these blessi Taft can thank 
his patented brand of bumbling honesty, 
his sincere devoticn to what he calls free- 
dom, his enormous capacity work, his 
basic hatred of the New Deal, and the 
fact that intellectually he is so far su- 
perior to ordinary anti-New Dealers tnaat 
he can make his remarks sound sensible.

n in Ohio next year, deny the legend of 


lative practitioner, and the essence of legis- 
lative operations is to compromise when 
you cannot win.

As he has grudgingly and by compro- 
mise come to champion public housing, so 
by compromise he has come to believe that 
federal money must be spefit for the medi- 
cal care of the unfortunate.

He insists that federal aid 
should be extended “only to cases of hard- 
ship and poverty.”

Instead of running from a fight with la- 
bor, Taft uses every possible occasion to 
remark, amiably, that the unions threaten 
to spend “$250,000” or “$1,000,000” to beat 
him. Practical labor politicians, aware of 
the backfire a candidate can set by crying 


that a “special interest” is trying to “purge” 


him, now prefer not to admit that they are 
driving ‘to beat Taft as co-author of the 
T-H Act; they talk about beating him, in- 
stead, as a general “symbol of reaction.” 


When Taft said that he would be “too 
old” to seek the nomination again, he had 
in mind at least two terms for Dewey. 
Since not even one term materialized, Taft 
can hardly be blamed for dreaming that 
perhaps, after all, he can get one more 
crack at the White House, In 1952, he will 
be a few months younger than Truman 
was in 1948. 7 

In the meantime Taft runs the Senate. 
Unless the unions cut him down next year, 
or the Democrats heal the civil-rights 
breach, he seems likely to continue to run 
the Senate.

Without Magnolias“ is the fourth novel 
of Bueklin Moon who is now well known 
for his tlear, analytical treatment of his 
protests against prejudice. Since Moon 
writes with such an understanding of the 
people, it is obvious that he must have 
left his birth place, Eau Claire, Wis., at an 
early age. There is no Negro problem in 
Eau Claire; there are no Negroes. He 
spent most of his life, instead, in Florida, 
the setting of the novel “Without Mag- 
nolias.” 

This is the story of the Southern Negro 
who has to bend and bow and even crawl 
to exist. Moon has created a family as 
the characters of his novel. The mother, 
the head of the family, clings to the ways 
of the Good Old Southland: fishin’ for a 
good mess o' trout, shoutin’ on Sundays at 
church, 

Alberta, the first born, is the first to 
want something more than she can have in 
a small town in Florida on that street 
where the white folks ran out of paving. 
She is light, she is bright, and she is am- 
bitious, She goes to New York, there to 
become a mildly successful career girl and 
mistress of a tall, blond swain and where 
she can hate the Southland at will and 
without restraint, 

Bessie has to stay at home to work in 
the Negro college nearby. The author uses 

the college president, 
t he enthusiastic 
young social science 
teacher, and the 
board of directors to 
draw a revealing pic- 
ture of what goes on 
in a small Negro col- 
lege dependent upon 
a community that 
tolerates the Negro 
“if he keeps in his 
place.” 

Luther, the son, is 
the last to realize 
that his life as a 
white man’s “boy” is 
aS Bucklin Moon not such a good one. 
The author is well able to project himself 
into the Negro’s point of view of the racial 
problem. He has, however, weakened his 
novel by creating types, not characters. 
Each person in the novel is merely a repre- 
sentation of a point of view and, therefore, 
cannot have depth of character. Neverthe- 
less this book marks a step forward in the 

understanding of racial prejudice.

Thin Pretense. 


The weakness of the depart- 
ment’s argument is that it at- 
tempts to treat the pact as some- 
thing which the authors of the 
charter foresaw and authorized 
when the United Nations was or- 
ga . That is just not so, and 
the attempt to demonstrate it by 
a strained construction of articles 
51 and 52 will not carry convic- 
tion.

Indeed, 
they rejected the idea on principle 
when it was proposed that they 
should recognize these develop- 
ments as inevitable. 

The true ground on which to 
argue the case is not, therefore, 
that the pact is derived from the 
charter, but that the formation of 
these blocs is an historic devel- 
opment, unforeseen and unde- 
sired in 1945, to which the United 
Nations is now compelled to ad- 
just itself. The U.N., in other 
words, like all other living organ- 
isms, is subject to change. It will 
not perish because it evolves. It 
will perish if it does not. 


Many Blocs. 


The relation of the blocs to the 
charter is somewhat like that of 
political parties to our own Con- 
stitution. Parties are not recog- 
nized in the Constitution; in fact, 
the founding fathers felt strongly 
as George Washington put it, 
about “the danger of parties in 
the state.” Secretary Hull and 
his expert advisers who dom- 
inated the drafting of the charter 
felt the same way about blocs.

Historic Communities. 

It never could hope to deal 
with the real conflicts of man- 
kind. They can be dealt with 
only by the great historic com- 
munities of nations that have de- 
veloped through vital necessity 
and by common tradition over 
long periods of time. The function 
of a world organization is to pro- 
mote agreement among these com- 
munities. It can perform that 
function only if it recognizes that 
they exist, not by wringing its 
hands and wishing that they did 
not exist. 

As a matter of fact a nego- 
tiated settlement with the Soviet 
Union fs more feasible now that 
the North Atlantic military pow- 
ers are united, and can, as re- 
gards the fundamental military 
settlement with Russia, negotiate 
for the whole Atlantic community. 

The crucial issue on which a 
settlement depends is whether 
honorable and acceptable terms 
can be found for the evacuation 
of Central and Eastern Europe 
by the Soviet armies. When the 
Russian armies, now in the middle 
of Europe, go home, the second 
World War will have been con- 
cluded and the third will have 
been averted. 


Blow for Peace. 


This, as we may note, is what

Lame Disavowal by Truman. 
Nourse’s speech evoked an im- 
mediate response from Capitol 
Hill, as any infant of three could 
have foreseen it would. Nothing 
could have been more pleasing to 
the Senators and Representatives 
who are determined to cripple 
American foreign policy, if need 
be, in order to avoid a tax rise. 
Their own arguments had been 
echoed by the President's official 
economic augur. They rushed up 
onto the roof, cheering loudly: The 
President then lamely disavowed 
Nourse, who did nothing to coun- 
teract the disastrous damage al- 
ready done in the delicate Con- 
gressional situation. 

General ineptitude sticks out 
of the whole episode like a sore 
thumb, as it stuck out of the all- 
too-similar Wallace episodes. But 
for this episode, as for those, 
there is a deeper explanation 
also. This explanation is fore- 
shadowed in Secretary Snyder's 
Army Day speech in Boston, which 
dimly, very cautiously, but quite 
noticeably hinted ‘at exactly the 
same points made by Dr. Nourse. 
The truth is that there is a 
new isolationism abroad in the 
Administration. Prior to the elec- 
tion, Secretaries Marshall and 
Forrestal and Under Secretary 
Lovett ruled supreme in the for- 
eign and defense fields. Some of 
those around the President often 
sabotaged the President's policies 
but the policies that were sabo- 
taged were on the domestic front. 
Now these men have gained self- 
confidence and are yenturing into 
the foreign and defense field, not 
without some encouragement from 
the President himself. 


Drop in Rearming Tempo. 
The first sign of this rather 


jastonishing phenomenon was the 


sharp reduction in the tempo of 
our own rearmament, ordered by 
the President this fall. The origi- 
nal impulse for this move came 
from Secretary Snyder, Dr. Nourse 
and the then Budget Director 
James Webb (who ie likely to 
form different ideas at the State 
Department). There have been 
other signs also of this encroach- 
ment, such as Snyder’s appoint- 
ment as a permanent member of 
the National Security Council, and 
the odd retention in office of 
Snyder's ally, Secretary of Com- 
merce Charles Sawyer, who very 
nearly sees eye to eye with Sen- 
ator Wherry. 


There are probably two sources 
of this new isolationism. First, 
the independent position and 
strong characterg of the old man- 
agers of foreign and defense pol 
icy were no doubt resented by the 
men around the President, if not 
by the President himself. The old 
foreign and defense policy makers 
were accuséd of “crisis monger- 
ing,” and of being under the in- 
fluence of “the brass.” What they 
did was resented, as were the men 
themselves. 

Second, most of the men around 
the President are fundamentally 
intensely conservative, deeply 
anxious not to rock the boat and 
quite ignorant of the world sit- 
uation. Thus they were and are 
devoted to business-as-usual, bit- 
terly opposed to higher taxes, and 
in genera] in favor of sacrificing 
the future to the present. With 
the Nourse speech, this cat has 
at least peeped out of the bag. 
It can prove to be a very danger- 
ous animal. 


autos might prove costly to Eng- 
land’s recovery program. Autos 
alone brought in $22,400,000 in 
American currency last year. 
Other vehicles, including trucks 
and motorcycles, accounted for 
another $30,400,000. The Ameri- 
can market is vital to British 
auto manufacturers, but the lat- 
ter will be obliged to cut prices 
considerably to compete with in- 
creasing American lower-priced 
car production. The smallest Brit- 
ish made auto costs from $1200 
to $1400. 

Britain’s main hope of holding 
American markets rests in its pot- 
tery, woolen, footwear, luggage, 
cutlery and similar products. If 
these are produced at prices which 
can compete with comparable 
American products and of a 
quality which would attract Amer- 
ican customers, Britain will con- 
tinue to earn many dollars. Last 
year British exports to us were 
worth $246,800,000. 

However, if quality falls off and 
prices continue high, Britain can- 
not hope to hold American or 
Canadian markets. Britain would 
not earn the dollars it needs to 
close the gap between the cost of 
its imports and the value of its 
exports. And Britons would con- 
tinue to live on meager rations. 

Two-thirds of Britain’s bread- 
stuffs, nearly half its bacon, a 
full fifth of the cheese and meat 
on English tables and substantial 
fractions of practically everything 
else the country eats come from 
the dollar nations, the United 
States and Canada. To prevent 
any increase in the dollar debt, the 
British have kept their food pur- 
chases down to a minimum. 

In the long run, Britain’s recov- 
ery depends on our own continued 
prosperity. Britain's economy is 
tightly, sensitively geared to ours. 
Strikes at home, inflation, defla- 
tion, a sharp decrease in Ameri- 
can purchasing power--almost any 
sudden strain on our economy—is 
immediately reflected in Britain's. 

Britain, our diplomats and econ- 
omists here agree, is doing every- 
thing it humanly can to rehabili- 
tate itself and western Europe. 
The price which her people have 
paid and continue to pay in dis- 
comfort and downright hardship, 
is far greater than any Americans 
have been called on to pay. 

If we fail or falter economically 
now, Britain will cave in and with 
her the rest of Europe. The hard 
work of the postwar years will 
have been in vain. The treasure 
invested by American taxpayers in 
Britain’s reconstruction and in the 
rehabilitation of other ECA na- 
tions, will have been lost,

IT WAS at this same estate the last time the 
couple was here that a burglar got into the house 
and robbed the Duchess of a small fortune in 
jewels which never have been recovered. 


The Duke called on his brother at Buckingham 
Palace a week ago last night. It was the first 
time he had seen the King since he became ill 
with a circulation malady of the legs. The meet- 
ing failed to inspire a happy family party, how- 
ever. The two men saw each other alone—al- 
though Queen Elizabeth was in the palace at the 


time. 
ox: 


THOSE in a position to know say that Prin- 
cess Elizabeth is much more of an obstacle to 
family reconciliation than Mary, who long ago 
forgave her son for marrying a twice-divorced 
woman. Elizabeth, they say, would never con- 
sent to be in the same room with Wallis. 


But another obstacle lies in the Duke’s stub- 
born insistence that his Duchess be addressed as 
Her Royal Highness and given all the preroga- 
tives attaching to such rank. 


The royal family has refused to accord her 
royal rank—which means that she would have no 
precedence and could never line up with the 
royal family at social functions. 


The Duke has never seen his great-nephew 
Prince Charles who one day will ascend the 
throne which the Duke cast away for love. But 
as nearly as anyone can find out the childless 
Duke was not given the privilege of a peep at 
baby during his call on the King. 
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THE DUKE is going back and forth between 
Sunningdale and London for the duration of his 
stay. He and the Duchess will return to their 
exile in France after Easter. 


Although he only came for a two-week visit the 
Duke brought along 18 pieces of baggage, in- 
cluding three large cabin trunks and a golf bag. 
He took the train all the way to London instead 
of motoring up from Dover. Moreover, the car 
that met him at Victoria Station was hired. 


“It’s good to be back,” he said. But he did not 
look so good himself. Perhaps it was the rough 
channel crossing: Whatever it was he seemed 
considerably older than his 54 years. But he still 
is a jaunty dresser. He wore a camel's hair coat 
and a pork pie hat and lit up a smart pipe as he 
got into the hired jitney that took him to his 
mother’s house. 


Vegetable Garden

HY a vegetable garden? Why, indeed, when 
the land could be put to better use for lawn 
or the growing of flowers? 

Why struggle over getting a plowman who has 
more orders than he can fill, will not give you a 
definite promise and comes to suit his own con- 
venience? Why spend good money on fertilizer? 

Why wear yourself out spading, weeding, hoe- 
ing, planting, thinning and spraying? Why lay 
yourself open to the tragedies of blights and 
other scourges that destroy your crops just as 
you are on the point of reaping them? 
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WHY PUT YOURSELF in a position of com- 
plete dependence on the weather? Why suffer 
agonies of the spirit because there is not enough 
rain when you want it, or too much rain, or too 
much sun or not enough sun? 

Why deliberately play the roll of food provider 
for rabbits, Japanese beetles, corn borers, Mexi- 
can beetles, potato bugs and the neighbors’ 
chickens? 

Why sentence yourself to hard physical labor 
for the whole of the growing season when your 
time could be so much better spent indulging in 
games of skill, mild exercise, or complete relaxa- 


tion? 
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WHY COMMIT YOURSELF to a vegetable 
garden when the cost wf time, labor and materi- 
als will far exceed the value of the crop at pre- 
vailing market prices? 

Why, indeed, except that you have made the 
fatal error of thumbing through a seed catalog 
and, as usual, have been tempted by the beauti- 
ful pictures and the glowing descriptions of vege- 
tables there set forth.

From World

HYDE PARK. 


HEARD some disturbing talk 
| the other day. I was told that 

it was becoming more and more 
clear that many of our legislators 
are deeply concerned about the 
amount of money the rehabilita- 
tion of Europe is costing us. Also, 
passed on to me was the remark 
that we would be better off to 
leave Europe to stew in its own 
juice and to devote our time and 
money to surrounding ourselves 
with radar protection and every 
kind of possible military defense 
so that we bristled on all our 
borders. 

Then my informant said that 
someone asked the raan who Was 
casually emitting these thoughts: 
“Hhow do you suggest that we 
find markets for our goods, and 
how do we keep our people work- 
ing?“ 

The answer was: Oh, well, liv- 
ing conditions will go down and 
the great mass of people will be 
back where they should be.” 
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THIS SEEMS TO ME a most 
callous and sinister domestic phil- 
osophy, which would put us on a 
war with the police state. We 
certainly would need all the force 
that a police state requires if any- 
thing as stupid as this should be- 
come the philosophy of a majority 
of the representatives and influ- 
ential people of our country. 

We have developed skills and 
production to such a point that we 
art forced to trade not only in the 
markets we have known in the 
past but also to seek new markets 
throughout the world. That is 
what lies back of President Tru- 
man's suggestion that we help to 
develop the undeveloped areas of 
the world. In helping to develop 
them we will create new needs 
and they will absorb more of the 
goods which we and other indus- 
trial nations produce. 
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EVEN IF we can help the So- 
viet Union to improve its eco- 
nomic conditions, we will profit by 
it, since it will make it possible 
for their people to have things 
and to buy them. Today there is 
not much point in having money in 
Russia, because there is no great 
amount of goods to buy. The es- 
tablishment, however, of economic 
intercourse between us would be 
beneficial to both of us, and this 
would be equally true in every part 
of the world. 

To shut ourselves off from the 
world and then tax our people for 
the kind of defenses that only 
might possibly be of use against 
other countries’ weapons of war 
would be to do very much what 
Russia has done.

The Secrets of Charm

Discussed by 
A Physician

NSOMNIA, or lack of sleep, oc- 
[curs very commonly. This con- 

dition is annoying, and serious. 
Most of us have to earn a living, 
and one cannot perform well 
without eight hours of sound 
sleep. I believe all insomnia may 
be grouped into four classes: (1) 
disease states causing pain and 
discomfort at night, (2) faulty 
habits, (3) nervousness, and (4) 
lack of fatigue. 

The percentage of insomnia 
which is caused by real disease 
is small indeed. Faulty habits are 
a somewhat more frequent cause. 
However, the greatest number of 
cases are caused by nervousness 
and lack of fatigue. Strain, ten- 
sion, worrying, and nervous causes 
are by far the commonest factors. 

There is also a fair amount of 
insomnia that is caused by lack 
of fatigue. By this term, I mean 
that some people do not work 
hard enough, mentally or phys- 
ically, to cause sufficient fatigue 
to promote sleep. The best insur- 
ance against insomnia in a good 
clear conscience, freedom from 
worry, and a physically and men- 
tally tired body from an honest 
day’s work.

ILFERING is a habit that few children escape during the 
P years of childhood, that is, the years between eight and 

twelve. Some do it for no apparent cause, as crows take 
things and carry them to their nests where they stay without 
end.. Such children drop the habit and forget all about taking 
things that do not belong to them, and we do not worry 
about them. 

The children we do worry about are those who take money 
from members of the family, hide it, spend it for candy and 
sodas, treat their friends with it. They do this even when they 
have an allowance, and when they get all the sweets they want 


or need at home.

PUNISHMENT does these children no good. Life has been 
punishing them and they have been trying to escape it. What 
they need is understanding of the cause of their trouble. When 
that is found the remedy can be applied, usually with prompt 
success. 

This situation is likely to appear in any group of children 
in any kind ef home. It is the child’s gesture toward power, 
toward maturity and its ability to conquer difficulties. 

Each child has his own peculiar troubles and will find his 
own way of solving them and parents have to look closely at each 
ehild, learn his strengths and weaknesses, his feeling about him- 
self, an endeavor to build him into strength. If a child can 
eonfide his troubles and desires to a sympathetic parent he is 
less likely to take his own, too often mistaken, way out.

Last year he 
celebrated his seventieth by per- 
forming a jig with then Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall at a 
United Nations rally in New Tork 
and there's no reason to believe 
that the widely beloved, perennial- 
ly spry Negro entertainer has 
slowed down since then. In fact, 
as Bill himself puts it, “I’m just 
startin’ to get warmed up.” 

At the Chase Club, where Bill 
is appearing this week as part of 
a cross-country theater and night 
club tour, he’s billed as “The 
Granddaddy of Tap Dancing,” but 
he doesn’t leok much like any- 
body’s granddaddy. Small, slight, 
and bouncy of movement, he was 
wearing a sharp checked suit and 
a surrealistic necktie for our in- 
terview and as he sat, talking, his 
feet tapped automatically and in- 
cessantly as if in punctuation to 
his sentences. His pretty 28-year- 
old wife was with him and though 
they’ve been married five years, 
Bill would turn to her occasion- 
ally, as deferential as any bride- 
groom and ask, “And what do you 
think, Mrs. Robinson?” 

“Yep, I feel like I’m just gettin’ 
ready to start,” he repeated. “All 
I ask now is about 20 more years 
in show business.” 

Not only does Bill hope to have 
20 more years of active dancing 
but he hopes to make some sequels 
to his movies with Shirley Temple, 
only this time with Shirley’s 
daughter. 

“Cutest little girl you ever saw,” 
he says. “While I’m here in St.

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ILL practically never misses a 

show for illness though he was 

out not so long ago with a 
sprained sacroiliac, which ended 
his short-lived bowling career. 
Bill had been, according to his 
own admission, “a pretty good pool 
player” and thought he’d take up 
bowling. In a few days he was 
nearly expert and at a tourna- 
ment in Detroit for which he'd 
bought a lot of prizes he won most 
of them back. But he also made 
one twist too many. 

“That night,” he says, “I had 
to do my act sitting on a high 
stool, just moving my feet.” 

Though Bill has taught numer- 
ous people to dance he’s never 
had a dancing lesson in his life. 
While his professional career 
goes back 50 years, his dancing 
experience goes back still farther. 
When he was eight years old, 
he was working as a stable boy 
in Washington, D.C., dancing for 
pennies in beer gardens at night. 
Turned down for service in the 
Spanish-American war, he went 
along anyway as an unofficial 
soldier, and when he came back 
began traveling in touring shows 
for $5 a week. Years of vaude- 
ville, in which he was billed as, 
“The Dark Cloud of Joy”, fol- 
lowed, then big time success in 
such musical revues as, “Black- 
birds” and “Brown Buddies”, then 
the more familiar recent phases 
of his career in motion pictures, 
from “The Little Colonel“ to 
“Stormy Weather”, the 1939 musi- 
cal, “The Hot Mikado”, and per- 
sonal appearances. 

Bill’s memory of St. Louis ap- 
pearances goes back to, “The old 
Orpheum, the new Orpheum, the 


Missouri, the American, just about 
every show in town. 

“This town was always good to 
me,” he says. “Even the last time 
I was here, at the Auditorium in 
a concert, we turned em away 
from the doors. It was a good 
concert, too—class from start to 
finish.” 

Bill hopes some new dancer or 
dancers will come up to replace 
him though he doesn’t expect 
that any of the new ones will 
— 2 that good old style danc- 
ng”. 

“I add a lot of new steps but I 
never will change my style,” he 
says, “but the new ones do it dif- 
ferent. I even saw a kid in San 
Francisco dancing be-bop a couple 
of weeks ago. That was the only 
time I ever really went crazy over 
be-bop.” 

On tour most of the time, the 
Robinsons have an apartment in 
New York and a house in Brook- 
lyn where Mrs. Robinson’s mother 
lives. They have a dog named 
Sonny Boy; Bill is such a dog 
lover that he has as many favorite 
pooches as people, and on the day 
we saw him was framing a tele- 
gram to send to a dog namea 
Blacky who belongs to some Los 
Angeles friends—“ just to tell him 
I miss him,” he said. 

A notoriously soft touch as well 
as an eager man in a crap game, 
Bill has a reputation of having 
put little aside for the fabled 
rainy day but he denies that he 
hasn't saved anything. 

“I give away a lot but I don’t 
give it all away,” he said. “I 
think a lot of people in show busi- 
ness are too tight. They throw 
money away but they throw it in 
the wrong direction. 

“You ever meet a fella who says 
to you, ‘C’mon, lemme buy you a 
drink.’ He'll take you to a bar 
and spend 20 bucks on liquor, but 
you go up to that same fella and 
say, ‘Lemme have a dollar for a 
meal,’ and he’ll say, Go way, man, 
I haven’t any money to spare.’ Or 
maybe somebody’ll come up to 
him on the street and ask for 
room rent and he'll turn him 
down but let a pretty girl smile 
at him and he’ll buy her a mink 


coat.”

HEN Bill gives away money 
he likes to give it to people 
who need it. He recalls play- 
ing St. Louis during the 1927 tor- 
nado when he went out in the 
devastated area and began hand- 
ing out five- and ten-dollar bills.

‘not the whole problem! By tak- 


ing the finesse, South would stake 
everything on that one play, 
whereas, by not taking the finesse, 
he would combine two good 
chances. , 

The right play was the ace of 
spades at the second trick. If the 
king fell, it would be all over; if 
it didn’t fall, South would strip 
the hearts and clubs from both 
hands by ruffing, then lead a 
trump, to throw in whichever de- 
fender had the king. That de- 
fender’s (forced return would be 
a diamond—and it was 3 to 1 that 
the missing diamond honors were)
